The Madison Dyke Dug 
Open in the Night, 


And the Floods Pouring In- 
to the Wheat Fields. 


No Clue to the Miscreants.Who 
Perpetrated the Crime. 


Fifteen Thousand Acre. of Grain 
Submerged To-Day. 


Full Details of the Losses Up 
to Noon. 


The River Falling—East St. Louis 
—The Levee—Carondelet—Bas- 
iness Stoppage, Etc. 


The flood sensation of the day comes from 
the Madison county dyke,opposite Long Lake, 
which was cut last night by some unknown 
scoundrels who, so far, have succeededin es- 
caying detection. The very best farming land 
in the American Bottom, which has hitherto 
resisted the encroachment ofthe fiood, is to- 
day going under water laden with 
ing and perishable crops. It 
be understood that Madison county is dyked 
in many directions. Beginning at Madison on 
the river bank one dyke runs parallel with the 
Mississippi; another dyke and Stanley's ditch 
cut across east, at Madison,te the high grounds 
at the north end of Long Lake, From Venice 
east another dyke reaches out to nearly the 
eouthern end of Long Lake, a distance of about 
two miles and a half, and then it turns north 
along the lake shore until it, too, 
reaches the uplanacs at the north end of the 
lake. These embankments form an irregular 
quadrilateral with unequal faces, the river 
side is about thirteen miles; the north three 
miles, the upland edge and the east dyke about 
ten miles, and the south embankment 
two and a half miles. The quadrilateral 
embraces about twenty thousand acres 
of land, almost wholly under cultiva- 
tion, and although much of itis rolling ground 
at least 15,000 acres are endangered by the cut. 
The south end of the trapezoid is cut upinto a 
great many small farms, averaging eighty 
acres, and, as will be seen below, quite a num- 
ber of these are already feeling the effects of 
the high water—an unusual experience in this 
neighborhood, whose well designed and 
carefully kept embankments have hitherto 
afforded immunity from the fleods, 

No watch has been kept on the dykes as it 
was not thought possible that amy one would 
disturb them, but the backwater has flooded the 
Canteen and Indian Creek settlements, and 

‘threatens the dry part of Brooklyn, and it is 
believed that some of the citizens of one or the 
other of those localities have perpetrated the 
outrage. At midnight an intelligent colored 
man had passed over the dyke just at the cut. 
It was then allsafe, with no signef giving at 
any point along the line. He thought that he 
made out the forms of men among the willows, 
andcalledto them, but asno answer was 
returned and he could see no further, he be- 
lieved tnat he had been mistaken and went 
home. At4o’eloek this morning Clum Harris, 
a negro living near thecut on the inside, 
awakened by the rush of watter, 
and hastily going out found to 
his surprise that the dyke was open for a dis- 
tance of fifty yards and the water pouring 
through at a fearful rate. Then the alarm was 
given but 
TOO LATE TO STAY THE FLOOD 
or to do anything but look on hopelessly. 

A POST-DISPATCH reporter who was in 
Venice early this morning at once started out 
to the scene of the catastrophe. The dyke 
itself afforded a fine road-bed although occa- 
sionally cut by fencesand hedges. It is an 
embankment of clay tramped and sodded 
averaging about eight feet high, and with 
room for a wagon road on top. It has been 
carefully and conscientiously built,and as one

travels on it its extreme value 
becomes evident. On one side 
are great patches of drowned 


potatoes and corn, houses and fields flooded— 
nothing but marsh. On the other, within the 
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these farms too will soon share the fate of their 
neighbors, it is not the dyke's fault. Aftertwo 
miles of such walking along the line of 
the levee, Long Lake comes in view, 
and here a short cut. takes one by 
means of fallen trees and driftwood, and all 
the thousand other species of forest debris 
With octasional quiet and pretty forest glades 
for two miles more to the place of the cut. On 
both sided of the break the dyke stands firm 


and strong, solid enough to withstand six feet © 


more of water than has already come in. In the 
cut itself it is 
‘ POURING INTO THE SHELTERED BOTTOM, 

with a fall of five feet and a current very little 
short of thirty miles an hour. Any one who 
bas seen the lock of a canal opened and the 
garnered waters tumbling over each other into 
the channe] beneath may have some idea of 
how the water is coming through. It looks 
more like amill-race than anything else. It 
gathersinJong swales onthe lake side that 
stretch out for twenty yards into the water 
and focuses at the break, then comes the 
chute, clean cut and smooth, as though it had 
been planed, and as the sheet strikes the bot- 
tomitcurlsand combs back over itself ina 
long, foamy crest, upon which light pieces of 
drift wood, twigs and leaves dance a hydraulic 
tarantelle in the sun-painted iris hues of the 
Beyond the comb of the breaker the 
water spreatis out fan-like in every direc- 
tion, but cutting out a main channel 
for itself straight westward inthe rich, greasy 
loam of the bottom lands. Back of the break 
the sentinel cottonwoods that fringe the 


lake framed the scene, and to the 
West it was rounded out with 
thriving little furms upon which 
the young wheat waved'!in the morning 


breeze and against which the flood was laying 
down its first parellels. All aboutthe break, 
trusting to the shelter of the dyke, had gather- 
ed little homes, none of them rich but all testi- 
fying to woderate comfort and industry, each 
with its outhouses and garden patches, about 
to lose allthat made it valuable beneath the 


high tide.

411 of the above farmersare inthe dyke cor- 
ner, and the acreage given is of crops gone 
without hepe of redemption. Here and there 
a little billow of land lifts: some of the 
crops above the tide line. It must be remem- 
bered too that the above farms are hered 
immediately about the break, and that west 
and  nort of them the land = is 
just as low, and is one immense 
garden, not anidle acre being permitted any- 
where, asthe farming land here is'so rich that 
itisrank. Anywhere almost in the quadrilat- 
eral you can plunge a stick down into five 
feet of black loam, and in many places the 
ealthis so fat that certain crops can not be 


put in, as they would grow too coarse 
and fast for perfect maturity. Back 
of these farms, then, and below the 
water level, is Judge Irwin Z. Smith's 


farm with about three hundred acresin wheat 
and a hundred in other perishable crops; it is 
rented by a gentieman named ie Key- 
nolds. The Howard place, with almost 
five hurdred acres of wheat, is below the 
flood level. Sois the Brown farm, with 300 
acres of wheat, the Pepper place with over 200, 
and soon. Itis utterly impossible to give the 
names of even the largeffarmers in the region, 


and it is full of small farms. Where 
there is one man with three hun- 
dred acres, there are thirty with 


eighty. The limits set by those who know the 
country best for the inundation following this 
cut are Camp Peters on the plank road, six 
miles from Venice, where the dyke joins the 
high land, thence along a billow of earth to the 
coal place on the river; the flood line will 
then follow the ver and ‘the dyke far 
back to the cut. A territory of ten thou- 
sand acres and more is thus 
certain of inundation, and none ofitis idle 
land. In the quadrilateral another five thou- 
sand acres will be submergad at the north end 
from the break outof the Chouteau slough, 
making a total of 15,000 acres ont of 20,000. The 
settlement of Kinderhook. about the center of 
the tradezoid, is thought to be high enough to 
escape scot free.

THE RIVER. 


The predictions of yesterdav in relation toa 
fall in the river have been partially verified. 
A decline of one inch is re- 
ported to-day, with a good chance 
of the water further subsiding before sur- 
down. Reports from the Upper Mississippi 
and the Missouri chronicle a fallall the way 
down, with an occasional rise, 
which is explicable by local influences, 


The reinsinthe north and northwest have 
not occurred, and if they do not setin a rapid 
decline may be looked for. River men and 
yeople doing business aboutthe levee begin 
to hope thie morning, and prophecies 
of the speedy aBatement ot the flood were as 
abundant as the water itself. The scare is not 
at ujl over, however. the future all depending 
upon the barest possibilities. 

Nofurther damage had yet been donein 
East St. Louis, but the danger is still threaten- 
ing. If the June raise will only wait and come 
along it its proper time it | happen that 
the dangeris not imminent. Thereuare hun- 
dreds ot places, however, where a break may 
happen at any instant, and this occurrence 
would be attended with great disaster. 

EAST &T. LOUIS. 

The slight change that has taken place in the 
situation at Kast St. Louis has been very fa- 
vorable. The citizens stood on the Cahokia 
banks to-day and watched the water pouring 
south with much _ satisfaction and re- 
lief. The seep water now  tyin 
in tne low places between the dyke an 
the Bridge approach and at other points 
.on the island fell twoinches this morn 
fore 10 o'clock. The city is now almost out of 
danger unless a sudden rise should come. The 
water in the Cahokia is owing into the river 
with astrong current. Upto last night much 
was feared from the broken sewer undertheO. 
and M. track, about half a mile above 
the Allerton House and the National Stock 
Yards. Whena PoOSsT-DISPATCH reporter left 
this point to-day it was secure beyond all 
doubts. AJ] during last night the County Sur- 
vevor, with some of the residents, worked at 
the track. The point where the sewer broke 
is afew feet to the southeast side of the Ohio 
and Mississippi track and just near a trestie- 
work. Several flat cars filled with earth were 
unloaded here and the trestle opening filled up 
about five feet. Before the work was begun 

considerable water rushedjin along to the 
southeast. Several hundred flourand barley 
sacks were filled with earth and with these a 
strong circular wall was built and packed 
down. The crevices were then filled with 
eulth and both sides protected from the water 
with a thick clay bank. The 
new dyke is several feet above 
the back sewer water, and the danger that the 
river will break over this or work -thruugh is 
very slight. Deputy Marshal Christ Zimmer- 
man, With nine men carrying shot guns and 
Springfield rifies, are patroling the track. The 
residents of Canteen. which lies northeast of 
the track, intended to cutit through and allow 
the water to flow back of East St. nis. This 
wouid relieve Canteen, which is badly sub- 
merged. Deputy Zimmerman Says that with 
his present force he can protect the track from 
a hundred Canteenians were they to attempt 
to cut it through. 

ALONG THE LEVEE. 


A visit to the levee this morning veri- 
fied the prediction of yesterday’s Post- 
DISPATCH. At 4 p. m. yesterday the 
water just reached the curb at 


the foot of Cherry street, and for several hours 
remained stationary as if undecided whether to 
advance or recede. At about9 o’clockit be- 
gan to fallvery slowly, and during the succeed- 
ing twelve hours it lost one inch in depth. The 
sidewalk along the levee from Cherry to Olive 
streets is still impassivle. Some dump carts 
were driven into the water at Morgan street as 
faras the railroad track where the water is 
midside deep to the horses. 

The Ste. Genevieve, of the Anchor Line, is 
louding without diffticulty,and the New Orleans 
Anchor Line wharfbout presents a busy appear- 
ance. 

Atthe Diamond Jo wharfboat and the Iili- 
nois River landing everything is still quiet. 

The opinion is freely. expressed along the 
leveé that in afew hours the difficulty will all 
be over, 

The pavement and sidewalk at the foot of 
Pine street have sunk, and thestench from the 
sewers is almostintolerable. Fears are enter- 
tained that the fall of the river will bring as 
great a calamity as the rise. 

Trains are passing alongthe railroad track 
at the foot of Cedar streetin adepth of water 
just sufficient to cover the car wheels. 

NORTH ST. LOUIS. 

A fall of 154 inches is recorded in the river at 
this point since daylight. The situation shows 
nochange. The Eau Claire Lumber Company 
has a force of men getting all of their loose 
lumber washed and piled. After the river gets 
into its natural channel there wiil be mud to 
the depth of two feet along the low lands, and 
it will be fully a month before lumber can be 
hauled overit. The lumber companies have 
been the greatest sufferers by the flood here, 
owing to their work being brought to a com- 
plete stand still, but all are now making active 
axyrangements to resume. 

THE RAILROADS. 

The general condition of the various roadsin 
regard to the reception of freight has not ma- 
terially changed in the last twenty-four hours. 
Most ot the Eastern roads are seriously incom- 
moded in their East St. Louis yards, but they 
are still going thiaough the form of taking 
freight. The Ohio and Mississippi which did 
not take freight yestewday has resumed to-day. 
| The Wabash track this side of Venice is sub- 

merged and the passenger trains come in over 
the Indianapolis and St. Louis. 
receiving no freight to-day in East St. Louis or 
at the Union Depot. The Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy claims to be taking some 
freight, as also the Indianapolis 
and  S8t. Louis. The Chicago and 
Alton isin trouble between here and Venice, but 
their trains are rumning as usual. The Cuiro 

Short Ling has atill access toa tolérable yard 
! room, and the Keokuk and Northern can run 

to Quincy but not to Keokuk. The Vandalia 
claims to be in condition to take all freight 
offering. The Louisville and Nashville is able 
to do a little business. The roads west are all 
right except the Missouri Pacific near Kansas 
City. The report that the Wabash had had‘a 
break this side of St. Charlesis denied at the 
oftices. This side of North Market street the 
track is under water and freight has to be 
carted from the Union Depotto North Market 
street. There is considerable trouble found by 
all the eastern roads in delivering their 
west bound freight in St. Louis, 
and some of it has been over there ten ete 
The roads generally can manage to receive 
and deliver some freight daily, and hence 
make the claim that they are still all right, but 
the fact is that their facilities in East st. Louis 
are now too much contracted to admit of any 
volume of business. 

SIGNAL SERVICE REPORT. 

The latest advices received at the Signal 
Seivice office in this city show that the Mis- 
souri rive’ has fallen twenty-seven inches at’ 
Leavenworth, twenty eight inches at Lexing- 
ton, eleven inches at Boonville and nine 
inches at Jefferson City. It is twofeet four 
inches above danger line and falling rapidly at 
Brunswick, three feet four inches above and 
falling slowly at Herman. The Mississippi has 
fallen eleven inches at St. Paul, where it is 
now five inches above danger line; it has risen 
twéntv-seven inches at Dubuque; it is three 
ooay anne seven inchesabove danger linein St. 
Louis. dod 

The indications forthe Upper Mississippi and 
Lower Missou:i Valleys are slightly warmer, 
fuir weather, southerly winds and lower 
barometer. 

CARONDELET. 

The condition of affairs at Carondelet re 
mainsthe same. The river has been station- 
ary since yesterday noon and business mea 
ave hopeful of a rapid decline. Fugitives 
from East Carondelet are being conveyed in 
large numbers to this side by the Missouri 
Foundry steamer Bessie. The Conlogue dyke 
is in a very critical condition and is liable to 
break and submerge the hye sem houses at 
any moment. From the river bank to the 
biuffs is one broad sheetof water save afew 
hills, which are barely visible. The Co e 


are running no trains except those ng 
fuei to the Mever Iron Works. About two 
dozen tamilies moved into box cars . 
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erly winds, shifting to southerly, stationary, 
followed by falling barometer, higher temper- 
ature. For the Upper Lake Region, fair weath- 
er, Variable winds, shifting to warmer south- 
erly and lower barometer. For the Upper 
Mississippi and Lower Missouri Valleys, tair 
weather, slightly warmer southerly winds, 
lower barometer.

STORY OF AN ARAB. 


How He Escaped Froma French Penal 
- Coleny and Landcdin New York. 
From the New York Times. 


A bronzed-faced man, »about 59 years of age, 
with 2 prominent nose, intelligent eyes anda 
Jong. haggard face, jay last nightin a bedin 
the New York Hospital in West Fifteenth 
street, suffering from acute rheumatism. No 
one in the hospital cou!d understand _ his lan- 
guage. It was said that be was an Arabian, 
who had been found in the Tenth precinct on 
Friday night, siek, hungry and penniless. He 
was taken to the Chambers Street Hospital, 
and from there was transferred to the New 
York Hospital. To a Times reporter, who 
spoke to himin Arabic last evening, he said 
that Lis name was Madani, and t&aat he was a 
Bedouin, of the tribe of Righa, who live on 
the borders of Algiers and Tunis, and are 
under the dominion of France. He recently 
escaped from the French penal colony at 
Cayeune, where Le had been imprisoned 
since the suppression of the uprising of 
the Arabs in Algiers during the last Franco- 
German war. In speaking of his cipture 


and transportation, Madani said: ‘*We made 


an attempt'to drive the French out of our 
country, but they proved too strong for us. 
We were defeated everywhere on aceouat of 
the superior arms ofthe French, and thous- 
ands of us were made prisoners.’’ The Be- 
douin’s eyes glowed as he recalled the strug- 
gle of his people for independence, and they 
again saddened as they dwelt upon his long 
1mprisopment and sufSerings. They were 
manacled and taken on board French men-of- 
war and then began a long voyage, which 
they thought would never end. **Tiere were 
limes during storms,’ said the Bedouin, 
‘when I did not care whether the vessel went’ 
down or not, so great Was the agony which I 
suffered, butthe remembrance of my wife 
aba children and the hope that [ mignt escape 
some dav and join them kept up my spirits.’’ 
When the prisoners arrived in Cay- 
enne their beurds were shayed, a treatment 
Which wincunts to an.outrarve upon an ortho- 
dox foiioswwer of the Prophet. ‘*For the 
(powase vears I was obliged to saaveit, and 

shaved it since my escape more out of 
habits? Mandani remarked by way of apol- 
oecy fer still following the custom of tne 
“but [ mean to let it crow 
now, so tuat when [ get home my family will 
sce le as ] Was when the French took me 
away,’ he added. Tien resuming the 
thread of-his history be suid the prisoners 
were assigpved to different kinds of work. The 
food giventhem was of poor quality and the 
treatinent Was very rigorous. If the prison- 
¢rs complained they were put in irons and 
locked up. Nevertheless, they were givinz 
opportunities of earning money for them- 
selyes, and some of them were able to make 
asinuch as })amonth, which they carefully 
saved up. : 

There were many Frenc2zmen among the 
prisoners, anda bond of sympathy seems to 
Lave been formed between the French con- 
victs and Mohammedans,.for Madani entered 
into a secret plot with two Frenchmen to es- 
cape “A strict watch was kept upon the 
prisoners,” said Madani, “but money will 
open many doors and close the eyes of 
guards.’”? Andso weall saved up every mi e 
that wecould earn until we had abouta 
thousand francs among us. We took a Sene- 
gal negro, Who was also a prisoner there, into 
our confidence. We bougata boat for 6)vf, 
and gave the guards several hundred franes; 
and so one evening every one Was out of the 
wWay.and We quietly walked down tothe 
beach, where we found our boat. laden 
wWithasome provisions and water. We gotin 
and rowed away quietly. We put out towird 
Demerara and Were six days on the way. How 
did we findthe way? We ascertainel in 
which direction Demerara lay, and set our 
eves toward that point, guiding ourselves by 
the sun of the day and by the stars at night. 
This was fourteen months ago.’’ On landing 
at Demerara the escaped prisoners sought 
work and earned a little money. Thev then 
went to Trinidad, where they stayed some 
time, and there spent their last moneyin se- 
curing passage on board a steamer which 
broughtthem to New York about six weeks 
ago. Madani was clothed in light cotton gar- 
nents, as are Wornin tropical countries, and 
when the vessel entered colder latitudes he 
suffered greatly from the change of t2mpera- 
ture and contracted a violent cold. On arriy- 
ing in New York he was taken to a piace 
(probably Castle Garden) where he was fed 
and kept for a day or two and then sent to a 
hospital on the river, where he was kept some 
time and then discharged. He wanJlered 
about the streets and again caught cold. 
He was unabie to make his wants known 
to anyone until he was takenin charve and 
conveyed to the New York Hospital. He 
compiained of violent pains in theagleft chest, 
inthelecs and shoulders; in fat. he felt 
pains all over his body, he said. He signed 
us he talked of his wifeand children, and 
prayed that God might let him live long 
enough toseethem once more. ‘*How far 
isitto Tunis?” he eagerly asked. When 
taid about taventy days’ sail by steamer, he 
asked whatit would cost to take him there. 
Jiow he was to raise the moneyto pay his 
passage he had no idea. He snuld not speak 
the lunguage of the country, was sick, weak 
and penniless, and threw himself on the 
niercy of God, repeating the Moslem prayer 
of dancer or distress: ‘*There is no refuge 
nor strength exceptin the great and Most 
liigh God.” 3

What is to Le done with these paupers isa 
knotty question. There appears to be no 
work for them 1n the city; they are not wanted 
in the ecuuntry on account of their indolence, 
and they have neitber means nor the inclina- 
tion toemisrate. Fortuyatelvthey are ina 
country where little clothing and less food 
are recuired to keep soul and body together, 
and the sea is a bountiful motber. Her shores 
are continually strewn with food of one sort 
or ancther, and allis fishthat falis into the 
hands of these starving people.

The Russian Grand Dukes and Their 
Little Weaknesses. 
From the New York Tribune. 


Cablegrams from London and Paris dated 
April 27 inform us that the complicity of the 
Grand Duke Nicholas in the plots of the 
Nihilists has been made clear, and that he has 
been sentenced by a decree of the Czar to im- 
priscament for life. This Grand Duke is the 
eldest son of the Czar’s oldest uncle, Con- 
stantine, andin America he is known under 
the name of the “‘diamond thkief,’’? because 
some years ago be stole the diamond: of his 
motberand presented them to his American 
wistress. The woman was expelled from 
Russia by order of Alexander II. She went to 
Paris, where she published a book descriptive 
of her lizison with the young Russian scape- 
grice, containing besides many piquant 
sketches of tussian Court life and 
ptivate affairs of the Romanoff family. 
As a punishment Alexander IL. fixed 
his nephew’s residenve and _ retirement 
at Sablino, a little place on the Moscow Rail- 
road about thirty-two versts from St. Peters- 
burg. Theyoung man’s American love was 
soon forgotten in the arms of an emancipated 
wolmaad, the daughter of a physician in the 
Province of Samara, with whom he whiled 
away the weary hours of his exile. The 
young Grand Duke and cousin of the present 
Czaris not without some brilliant talents, 
and consequently possesses many admirers 
and friends, especially among the educated 
revolutionary classes. Two years ago, well- 
informed papers, as, for instance, the Frank- 
furter Zeitung and the Koelnische Zeitung, 
who keep their regular correspondents at St. 
Petersburg, stated that the connection of 
Nicholas Constantinovitch with the Nihilists 
was a publie secret, and that 
even the Grand Duke Constantine, his father, 
conspired against the life of his brother, the 
Czar. The kind hearted Czar, however, re- 
fused to believe the rumor, and the relations 
between the two did not seem to be in the 
least disturbed. But when the present Czar 
ascended the throne matters soon changed. 
He excluded bis two oldest uncles, Constan- 
tine and Nicholas, from participationin the 
Government and Guardian Council over his 
eldest son, in case he (the Czar, should fall 
v'ctim to the plottings of the Nibilists. Only 
the youngest of his uncles, the Grand Duke 
Michael, Was honored with that distinctioa. 
Tue Grand Duke Nicholasis said to live in 
exile in consequence of the infamous corrup- 
tion practiced by hfmin army ccn:racts-dur- 
ing the war with ‘Iurkey. By telegram the 
young OCvar prohibited the presence of his 
cousin Nicholas Constantinovitch at the fun- 
eral obsequies of the assassinated Czar, stat- 
ing that he was a disgrace to his family and 
unworthy to bear the name of Romanoff. On 
the 4th of April Mr. Lueders, the Director of 
the Russian Telegraph Department, inter- 
cepted atelegram from this *‘disgrace to the 
tomanoff fumily,’’ addressed to his father 
Constantine, which read as follows: ‘**Come 
without delay to the pdace agreed upon; we 
are all there and expect you.’’ Luedcrs 
hanced thetelegramto Gen. Baranow, in 
command of the St. Petersburg police, who 
immediately investigated the subject, which 
invc s‘ization led to the arrest of several prom- 
inent persons, including the Colonel of a reg- 
iment in St. Petersburg. During the same 
night (April 5) Nicholas Constantinovitch 
Was’ also arrested at Sablino and placed under 
close guard of a Major and two Lieutenauts. 
He is now, by orderef the Czar, condemned 
to imprisonment for life. Whether his father, 
Constantine, will take the hint and leave Rus- 
sia for Russia’s good before it is too late, re- 
wains to be seen. 


A Murderous Monk.

The trial of a monk inthe Province of Pul- 
tova for the murder of a brother monk throws 
u visid light upon the morals of Russian mon- 
aster.es, und ya ticu'arly upon the monastery 
of Peiesloff. 1t was proved in the trial,which 
resulted inthe sentence of the murderer to 
life-long impr’s »nmentin the Siberian mines, 
thatthe brutherhood were in the habit of 
palming off upon the peasants at exorbitant 
prices, as relics of various saints, second- 
band images which had been bonght fora 
trifling sum at the Greit Fair. LIustead of 
using proper bread for the communion they 
employed the refuse from their own tables, 
and fabricated sacramental wine by mixiug 
tea and vinegar. But these examples of trvuc 
and penuriousness fade into insigniticance 
wi! ea) compared with tle drunkeun 'ss and de- 
beucbery which prevailed in the monastery. 
These disclosures have fortunately aroused a 
public opinion in Russia, which will not be 
satisfied, the Golos says, unless immediate 
action is taken to purify the monastic institu- 
tions of the Empire. 


How a Nihilist Bomb is Made, 
rom the London Truth. 


The bomb that killed the Czar, according 
to the Gaulois, which publishes a ‘‘fac-sim- 
ile, natural size,” showing the mternal ar- 
rangements of the explosives, was atin cyl- 
inder, six inches long by three broad. Down 
the center Was a copper tube, filled with 
Bertholet’s salt and antimony, and through 
this ran a glass tube, hermetically sealed, 
containing sulphuric acid. A leaden weight 
wus so placed as to break the glass tube when 
the bomb struck. The flame occasioned by 
the contact of the sulphuric acid witn Ber- 
tholet’s salt passed by a small channel toa 
cartridge with a fulminating composition at 
the head and pyroxyline below. The fulmi- 
nate fired the pyroxyline and the explosion of 
the pyroxvline ignited the nitro-glycerine 
with which the cylinder was charged. If one 
of the tubes had been choked, the future of 
Kurope and Asia might have been altogether 
different from that which is now in course of 
cevelopment.

mouths of laymen as well as of the initiate 
that the future developments of electricity, as~ 
anappliied art, have beetias yet only dimly 
foreshadowed. The Electrical Exhibition, to 
be heldin Paris next autumn, wili set this 
literally in a clearer light, and give brilliant 
illustration to the present state of the science, 
while it will prefigure the progress to be | 
looked for in the nearfuture. On this point 
a correspondent of the Courier speaks, in ef- 
fect, as follows 

The immense nave of the Palais de ’Indus- 
trie will be filled with all important material 
of electric science. It will be reached by a 
small electric railway, on the Siemenssystem, 
Starting from Marly and entering the palace 
near the Pavillon de l’Horloge. The road 
wiil be of the viaduct kind, as it must neces- 
sarily run clear of all other ways occupied 
by carriages and foot passengers. An ele- 
vated track, on light columns, will run par- 
allel with the avenue, and drop its passen- 
gers in the center of the building. The trains 
will consist of two saloon carriages of the 
usual dimensions, and a small electric motor, 
which will take from the rails the fluid sup- 
plied by generators at the end of the line. 

In the nave will be asmall pond several 
square metres in arei,in which a miniature 
steamer will lav miniature submarine cable 
on the Oolas system. In the basement of e 
building will be illustrated all varieties 8f 
such cable and wire manufacture, adjoining, 
but not forming part of, the official part of 
the exhibition, which-will comprises all forms 
of governmental electric apparatus, manipu- 
lators, receivers, piles, telegraph posts, isola- 
tors, switches, and athousand other matters 
of necessary detail in the complicated system 
of connvercial or militarv telegraphy. 

Towering abovethe whole nave will be an 
immense lizhthouse,the perfected result of 
the Serrin system, the style adopted by the 
State at La Heve, and to be empioyed in the 
constructions planned by M. de Freycinet. 

By daylight the spectator will watch the 
operations of a whole army of telegraphists, 
machinists, and other electric specialists, each 
in his own niche; while at night this swarm 
of operstors and motors will be lit by the 
blaze of a thousand electric lights streaming 
from the roof—a grand composite of «ll known 
svetems—Jablochkoif, Werdermann, Jamin, 
Siemens, Gramme, Loutin, Noaillon, Meri- 
tens, Suisse, Wilde, Brush, Swan, Edison, 
Maxim, Arnaud, Crompton, Brockie, ete., 
some in globes, others diffused by enormous 
Balestrieri reflectors. Force willbe supplied 
by magnetic and dynamo-electric generators 
amounting to 1,500 horse power. 

The Pavillon of the City of Paris will be 
adorned as for an art exhibition, where stat- 
ues and hangings will be replaced by fire 
alarins, electric dials, municipal and police 
calls, ete. A prominept rival of the Govern- 
ment will be the five great railway companies, 
With their systems for stoppage and signal- 
ing, their electric brakes, train registers, 
calls and wlarms, besides a singular carriage 
already seen at work on the Eastern line, and 
invented by Messrs. Deprez & Napoli, for 
observing the running of trains, and register- 
ing velocity, traction, force of wind, consump- 
tion of steum, ete. . 

The basement region will offer also the 
surprising and novel results obtained by the 
recent labors of Messrs. Cabanellas, Hospi- 
tailer and Deprez in the matterof electric 
division, transportation and distribution, a 
department in which the French school has 
been successful. 

So much for the basement, the rezion of 
science and practical utility. The upper sto- 
rv has been devoted by the Chief Commission- 
er to scientific curiosities and fanciful inven- 
tions,for the delectation of the curious but un- 
technical observer. ‘Two telephonic audito- 
riums will be arranged to connect—one with 
the opera and tbe other with the Theatre 
Francais— richly furnished and supplied with 
some fifty telephones each, where the audi- 
tor, calmly seated in his arn.chair, may listen 

tothe souorous recitative of M. Villaret, or 
the bright dialogue of Croizette and Coquelin. 
In adjoining rooms the visitor may talk 
through the Herz telephone with distant 
cities like Lyons, Orleans, Dijon, or a dozen 
others. 

Next will come a series of eight rooms, 
literal copies of u Parisian apartment of the 
present day, where everything will be, so to 
speak, run by eleetricity. The kitchen will 
be lighted electric lamps; the range heated 
by electric currents passing through water; a 
half dozen electrie cooks, by means of inean- 
descent platinum wires, will turn out *‘elec- 
tric weffies,’’ and eleetrically heated metallic 
plates will serve for braziers and chafing 
dishes. The dining-room will be fitted out 
with all the wondrous new apparatus which 
already threatens our’ peaceful firesides with 
its novel blending of science and comfort. The 
central sunlight, in place of chandelier, can 
be lighted by the pressure of a button or the 
opening of a door. The dishes will be brought 
up on an electric dumb waiter; doctors, 
errend boys, firemen and servants can be 
suanmoned by the familiar New York system 
of dials and calls. The only thing left to do 
would seem to be to eat by electricity, and,in 
view of the woniiers accomplished, even that 
seems not so very improbable. 

The third room—the parior—will be fur- 
n'sbed with electric chandeliers, mantel , 
clocks going by electricity ant adorned with 
electrical groups ard figures, telephonic speak- 
ing tubes, and elee‘ric fireplaces. In the bil- 
liard room adjoining an electrical billiard 
table will enable the pleyer, if not to make his 
caroms, at feast to mark them by an elevtrical 
indicator. It would be a pleasant fancy to 
add tothese rooms an electric chairfor the 
extinction of the persdstent bore. You take 
the idea? Your bore is comforiahbly seated, 
smoking and talking youto death. A light 
touch on a knob-crack! your bore is wrung 
with internal convulsions and set upright on 
hislegs. Exit ex necessitate. Seriously, 
bowever, the parlor will bave an electric piano 
to be played by ‘*some other fellow” at.a dis- 
tance, and having a Carpentier melographe to 
make electric record of improvisations. 

The bedroom, besides all serts of electric 
calls, will have on the toilet table a set of elec- 
tric brushes. You turna commutator, offer 
vour head to the gentle caresses of the 
brushes and your hair is brushed—if you have 
any. The series of rooms closes with a family 
theater; the Werdermer electric lamp, whic 
allows the footlights to be instantaneously 
raised or lowered, filling the room with a blaze 
of illumination or leaving it in total darkness 
at will. In this pleasant room noted Parisian 
artists will be invited to give concerts, to 
more completely electrify the audience. 

Finally a room will be devoted to electric 
views, projections and toys; miniature tele- 
graphic apparatus, trick boxes,magic lanterns, 
railways, telephones, dolls and automata, for, 
the amusement of Parisian youth and their, 
elders as well. 

All this, strange as it may seem, is actual 
fact, or will be 7 the first of August, under 
the wonder-working activity of Messrs. Ber- 
ger, the head Commissioner and his col- 
leagues, Cochery, phew sy Sadi-Carnot, Heb- 
rard, Herz, Bapst, and De Reinach. Appli- 
cations for space still pour in, though the lists 
are on the point of closing; and one of the 
funniest items is the petition of an ingenious 
optician for the exclusive right-to sell smoked 
glasses at the door, inview of the inevitable 
ylare and bedazzlement inside.

Whatis a Star Route?

A “star route” ts a route where the mails 
are carried other than by steam; that is, by 
stages or on horseback. They are called 
“star routes’’ because in the Post Office De- 
partment they are designated by an asterisk. 
And this reminds us that the contractors’ 
ring at Washington is not content with the 
star route service in the wild West, but it 
has its agents in almost every State. Their 
method has been to bid off a route at a much

DONOHUE’S DEMENTIA. 


A Philadelphia Coachman Starving for 
Love of His Wife. 
Philadelphia Special to Chicago Times. 


A very singular case of melancholia, which 
takes the shape of voluntary starvation, 1s 
just now approaching fatal termination in 
this citv. The victim of delusion is David 
Donohue, aged about 40 years. He is a coach- 
man by oceupation and was making 
a good: living for his wife and three child- 
ren until about a year ago. In March of last 
year his wife was attacked with acute lung 
trouble, which developed into hasty consump- 
tion and terminated fatally in July tast. From 
the time that his wife’s malady was recog- 
nized as inevitably mortal the industrious and 
thrifty coachmam became melancholy. The 
alarming phase of his delusion was aversion 
to food. e went to the table, but after look- 
ing fixedly at the delicacies made gestures of 
disgust and could not be persuaded to cat a 
morsel. When this delusion relaxed and he 
was persuaded to eat, as sometimes happen- 
ed, it was equally hard to bring him to admit 
thiat he had éaten anything. He could not be 
encouraged to hope for any beneficial treat- 
ment by his physicians, but refused to inform 
them of bis symptoms, lest their charges for 
services should impoverish. him and bis child- 
dren. His mental malady  progress- 
ed 80 rapidly that in December 
last he was consigned to Kirkbride’s asylum 
fortheinsane. It might have resulted in his 
improvement had he remained longer; but, 
aftera month in the hospital, he sent a 
pathetic note to his sisters, who had placed 
him there, :mploring them to release him, and 
they consented. During his stay he had per- 
sisted in refusing to eat. Everything that 
was appetizing and tempting was provided, 
as he admitted, but he was unable to conquer 
his aversion to food. What galled him and 
inspired his plaintive appeal to be released 
was the fact that aliment was pumped into 
him whether he would or not. ‘This exas- 
perated him at first, producing the only symp- 
toms of violent dementia that be has vet 
shown and rendering necessary his removal 
to a ward where restraint was possible. It so 

:appened that his relatives came to visit him 
while thus disciplined, and because they were 
reiused permission to see him they became 
inclined to listento his prayer for release. 
They, however, only consented to his enlarge- 
ment on his promise to endeavor to eat and to 
help his mental malady by application to 
work. His inability to labor became manifest 
when it was seen that he needed help to get 
from the carriage in which he was brought 
home into the house. Moreover, benosooner 
reached his eouch than ail promises of amend- 
ment in effort to eat and rouse himself from 
mental stuper were repudiated. During 
the fortnight which comprised his first 
vacation trom the asylum he ate noth- 
ing and drank almost nothing. ‘The only 
effort made to conquer his aversion was a 
show of tasting the appetizing delicacies 
provided, which be immediately spat out, 
occasionally rinsing his mouth with water. 
Once more he was placed in Kirkbride’s, and 
again artiticial means hadto be enyployed to 
introduce uliment. When committed the 
second time he was very much emaciated by 
two weeks of abstinence. Although he ecom- 
plained that the food artiticially introduced 
sometimes ran out at bis nose, his relatives 
admit that he was much better physically, 
when they yielded to his urgency and took 
bim home again aftertwo week’s residence 
inthe asylum. Since then his condition has 
been very alarming. *It is now five weeks 
since he returned tothe cure of his sisters, 
and during four of these five weeks he has 
scarcely even tasted, much less ate anything. 
His days are spent lying on his couch groan- 
ing from pain andthe erroneous Delief that 
his children are suffering from wantas well 
as himself. Several ghee of high repute 
have visited him, to be treated almost with 
discourtesy, although the interests of human- 
ity and science were all they sought. ‘*You 
can’t help me,’’ he ejaculated in response 
to questions relating to his symptoms. The 
experts bave differed asto the seat of his 
trouble, some attiibuting it to delusions in- 
cident to cerebral diseases, others consider- 
ing his mental derangement a deep-seated 
derangement of thedigestive appuratus and 
tunctions. He cannot be persuaded or ¢o- 
erced to put on his street garments, and sel- 
dom rises from his couch. His pulse indi- 
cates considerable vitality, although in flesh 
he is attenuated almost to a skeleton.

All was still uncomfortable, sad, 
and wsthetic. as ever, but miserable and 
wobegone no longer. 


Steering Balloons. 
From the London News. 


sf the solution of the problem of aerial navi- 
gation is ever found,it will probably be in 
the devices of some modest inventor who is 
content to let the winds havé their own within 
certain reasonable limits, instead of seeking, 
as most aerostatic enthusiasts have done, to 
bafile their caprices by independent forces, 
Possibly Col. Martin, a member of the “Bal- 
loon Society of Great Britain,’’ who has just 
published a pampbiet on this subject, may be 
destinued to achieve this happy result; for he 
stands, we believe, almost alone among pro- 
fessors of aerial navigation in making no pre- 
tenses to do more than to give tothe motion 
of the balloon a slightly oblique direction 
equa) to tacking within six points ofthe wind. 
This is to be achieved by the simple apparatus 
which he describes for concentrating part of 
the force of the air-current at will on either 
side of the balloon, which at the same time is 
prevented from gvrating. The importance 
of ballooning in waris now generally recozg- 
nized; and it is clearly capable of many valu- 
able and scientific uses, including the aiding 
of researches in the Arctic and Antarctic re- 
gions. Col. Martin’s moderate claims are, 
therefore, well worthy of attention. 


A Wisconsin Gold Mine. 
Fond du Lac Special to Chicago Times. 

Some time since what was thought to be 
gold bearing quartz was discovered a few 
miles east of this city onthe farm of N. K. 
Maxwell. A ledge of lime rock varying from 
ten to fiftv feet, perpendicular face, partially 
encircles Fon du Lac at a distanee of from 
three to ten miles. It was at a point on this 
ledge, where quartz crop out under the lime- 
stone, that these specimens were found. At 
this point the gold-bearing quartz shows nine 
fect above the surface of the ground, and 
reaches to an unexplored depth below. Some 
specimens. taken from the top of the drift as- 
sayed in Boston $21 per ton. Otbers taken 
from six feet below the surface of the cround 
assaved in Chicago $148 80 per ton. On the 
strength of the first assay, made in Boston, a 
agene ot I of Boston capitalists have secured 
a working lease of the farm, and have a 
stainp-mill and the necessarv mining ma- 
chinery now on the road. They expect to 
begin operations within the next sixty days.

The 
clerk told them that the rooms had not been 
reserved for them, and that there were then 
no rooms left. They then wentaway. Mme. 
Tournie says that her husband took her to 
another hotehand told her that Mme.

No one seems 
to know what has become eitherof M. de 
Beauplan or Mme. Ambre. Fora week past 
M. de Beauplan has been uncertain in his 
movements, a host of importunate creditors 
constantly lying in wait for him. He is kind- 
ly spoken of by membees of the company, but 
Mme. Ambre is bitterlv assailed. Mme. Am- 
bre. who Was at one émesomewhat famous for 
the influence she exercised over the King of 
Holland, is said tohave had M. de Beauplan 
compdetely under her influencein everything. - 
His family, it is said, looked with dtsfavor 
upon his marriage with her, which was per- 
formed bya civil magistwate in London and 
is not valid under French law. She was 36, 
not pretty, but is said to have atemper, 
while he was fond of a quiet life. 
Members of the company think that 
he fully intended to make use of the $3,000 to 
pay them, but that when Mme. Ambre took 
the money and departed he had no other re- 
source than to take. himseif off, too. The 
opinion that Mme. Ambre accompanied M. 
Tournie seemsto be based on the observa- 
tions of the company as to the relations be- 
tweenthem. They saythat the ardorthat 
was infused into their stage love-making was 
a matter oftalkin the company long before 
Mme. Tournie’s displeasure was incurred by 
the proceedings. Itis said that Mme. Tour- 
nie, when the company was at Philadelphia, 
left the Girard House, where she was living 
with her husband, and went to the Brigham 
House, because of her husband’s attentions 
to Mme. Ambre. Mme. Ambre is several 
years olderthan Mme. Tournie. Mme. La 
Blache, of the company, is under engage- 
ment to Col. Mapleson for the London season, 
beginning the 7th inst. She has engaged pas- 
sage by the Amerique, but, not being able to 
find Mme. Beauplan, was compelled to give 
up ber berth and will await remittances from 
Europe.

The Gunnison Country. 
Letter to the N. Y. Tribune. 

Thus far the development of the mineral 
resources of the Gunnison region has been 
held back by the want of efsy and cheap 
communication with the world east of the 
range dividing the eastern and western slopes 
ofthe continent. Ina few months np this 
want will be supplied. Two railroads are 
now being built over the mouritains into the 
Valley of the Gunnison @s fast as men and 
money can do the work. The Denver and 
hio Grande erosses by way of. Poncha Creek 
onthe east of the “Divide” and Temuichi on 
the west from their Arkansas Valley branch 
at South Arkansas. And the Denver, South 
Park and Pacific Company is extending its 
line tothe Gunnison by way of Chalk Creek 
on the east of the ‘‘Divide’’ and Quartz Creek 
and the Temichi on the west, Each company 
seems to be striving to be the first to enter 
the town of Gunnison. The Rio Grande is 
the furthest advanced with the grading, hav- 
ing a large portion of the entire line ready for 
the cross-ties,.and having no tunneling to do, 
will probably be the firstin. They expect to 
reach Gunnison early in May. From thence 
the road will be at once extended to Crested 
Butte, where the company is largely interest- 
ed in coal lands snd in town a. From 
there Ruby Camp and the anthracite coals 
can easily be reached by a further extension 
of ten miles up the valley of Coal Creek. The 
Denver and South Park road will probably 
notbe later than midsummer in reaebing 
Gunnisop. The survey of that road is made 
to the anthracite coal fleld via Ohio Creek. 

The following are.roughly estimated alti- 
tudes above tide-water of some of the loca- 
tions mentioned: Virginia City, about 10,700 
feet; Pitkin, 9,000; fm, 10,300; Gothic, 
10.5005 Schofield, 10,000; Petersurg, 1u,000; 
Aspen, 9,000 ;Cmested Butte, 8,500.

Thelength of her cabin was 40 feet and the 
vrendth 24. She had 14 state-rooms—46 at one 
‘ndand S atthe other. Inthe center was a 
lull 40 by 17 for the passengers to loaf around 
in. The Maid of Qrieans, uilt at Philadel- 
bhia im 1818, was the first vessel to 
roach St. Louis from the Atlantic 
coast, Ste came to New Orleans under sail 
“nd went to St. Louis under steam. She was 
“0 tons burthen. The Newport was built at 
Newport, Ky., in 1819, for Red River trade. 
The Mississippi, 400 tons, was built at New 
Orleans in the vear 1818 for the New Orleans 
‘id Havana trade, In 1837 the Howards 
builtthe Robert Fulton, a sidewheel boat, 200 
tons. She wasthe first boat to make semi- 
Weekly trips to Bayou Sara from this port, as 
the E. J.Gay and the John W. Cannon do 
How.. In 1838 the Diana received the pre- 
ium of $00 in gold from the Post Office De- 
Pattinent for making the first trip from New 
Orleans to Louisville in less than six days.

ments of grain by ocean to Eu » both from 
New York and New Orleans, seldom lose over 
“oper cent and very rarely loses 4; 
in weight, especially when reeeived direct by 
and the weighing attended to by the consign. 
ers themselveson the other side. The loss in 
weight on river shipments is not supposed to 
occur at New  Ofleans, bat at this 
market alone. The weigher 
of the Exchange says that the loseon weights 
should not be over a quarter per cent, and 
should average about a fifth on river ship. 
ments, but the loss runs far . Yet 
in last winter’s shipments by rat to Belmont 
andthence by barges the loss wasonly a quar- 
ter percent. Shipments of bulk grain by the 
lnkes trom Chicago to Buffalo and Toledo anil 
thence to Montreal have their weights guaran. 
teed by the carriers, and consequently the 
shipper never has any loss in weights to stand.

FRANKLIN COUNTY BONDS. 


A Satisfactory Puyment of the Entire Debt, 

The Franklin county bond holders are in 
good spirits to-day. For jears they have 
been erdeavoring to get satisfaction of their 
judgments obtained against Frankiin county in

The 
default has extended over thirteen years and 
all litigation inthe past has proved futile as 
toa substantial result.

rtion of the medical profession 
merely on§account of a jdifference of opin- 
fon in matters of science a serious crime 
against the profession and the welfare ofthe 
community. It is incumbent upon 
all medical reformers to treat mein- 
bers of the profession with liverality, 
-abstaining from any disparaging remarks 
with reference to differences of opinion in any 
branch of medical science. The great struggle 
of the present day is between the spirit of free- 
dom on the one hand and the spirit of cogser- 
vative despotism on the other, atming 
to rpetuate opinion by organized force, 
discountenancing and suppressing reform. 
As the confederacy of the patriot colonies 
which achievell the freedom of America re- 
sulted in the -establishment of a National 
Union of independent States, so we hope the 
confederacy af ‘the medical reformers may not 
poly achieve a ivevolution, but establish the 
highest degree of harmony and freedom inthe 
confederate republic of medical science.’’

THE NATATORIUM. 


A Description of the Finest Swim- 
ming Echool in the West, 


Work Commenced Yesterday and the 
Building to Be Completed 
by July Ist. 


The work of erécting the St. Louis Natatori- 
um, an institution which will figure promt- 
nently in society diversions during the ensuing 


heated term, was begun yesterday. 

Ground was broken on the site of the build- 
ing atthe southeast corner of Nineteenth and 
Pine streets. The work will be vigorously 
prosecuted, and Mr. J. B. Legg, the architect, 
who prepared the plans for the structure, says 
that the Natatorium will be ready on the lst 
of July. 

It is the intention of those interested to make 
the Natatorium a fashionable resort. Nothing 
conducive to this end will be neglected, and it 
is expected that when opened the bath-house 
will be a model of beauty and utility. 

The building will be in the Eastlake style of 
architecture and will be two and a half stories 
in height, built of brick, with press brick and 
stone trimmings, galvanized fron cornices and 
a sloping slate roof, in mansard style. It will 
have a frontage of sixty-five feeton Pine street, 
anda devth of 227 feet, ere through 
to Chestnut, on the east side of Nineteenth. 
The .main entrance will be on Pine street, 
through a fourteen foot hall. Onthe right of 
the hall, the manager’s room, ticket office, la- 
dies’ yparlors and toilet rooms will be lo- 
cated, and on the <Ileft will be 
found the barber shop and the gentlemen’s 

arlors and toilet rooms. In the rear the large 
Pathin hall will be situated, 160 feet long b 
65 feet in width, and covered by a truss roof, 
age a ceiling height of 45 = feet. 

n the center of this apartment the 
bathing tank will be constructed. The tank 
will be 140 feet in length, 40 feetin width, with 
a ddepth of 10 feet in the rear, sloping to 34 
infront. The tank is surrounded by a prome- 
nade, outside of which are situated 160 com- 
modious dressing-rooms. The bath hall 
will also be surrounded by a gallery 
eleven feet above the first floor. Inthe rear 
of the hall a stage will be erected forty feet in 
depth and elevated four feet above the main 
tank. Onthis stage three spring boards will 
be set up, with a run offorty teet. Tothe left 
of this stage will be found _ the 
boys’ bathing room. This will 
contain alarge tank, where street boys and 
others will be required to wash before entering 
the larger body of water. On the right are the 
stock rooms, and a staircase leading to the 
story above containing the sleeping apartments 
ofthe employes ofthe institution. The tank 
will at al times be supplied with 
clear spring water. The incorporators have 
considered that the Mississippi fluid was too 
unreliablein color and have made provision 
for cleaner water. The Loomis springs be- 
longing to the Huse-Loomis Ice Company, in 
the vicinity, have been leased for a 
long term of years. The water will 
be conducted from them to the bath,a distance 
of over 700 feet, gate four inch pipes con- 
nected with the Natatorium. The springs are 
capable of amply supplying the wants of 
the bath, the water in which will be 
changed several times daily and kept at a uni- 
form heat of from 80 to 8 degrees. The base- 
ment story beneath the stage already men- 
tioned will contain the boiler, engine and 
water pumps, together with the apparatus for 
heating the water and the building. 

Inthefront the basement will be occupied 
as a Turkish bath estublishment, and wil! also 
hold the laundry and drying rooms of the es- 
tablishment. On the Pine street front, 
on the second-story, over the hall, a 
large and splendidly decorated entertainment 
room will be located, the dimensions being 
sixty-five by thirty-three feet. This room will 
be reached by two broad flights of stairs lead- 
ing from either side of the main hall. The 
Natatorium is in good hands and 
will he pushed through rapidly. 
The capital stock of the association is $30,000.

Ex-Detective Page in the Employ of the Po- 
lice Board. 


There isn’t the best of feelinginthe depart- 
ment over the report that Ex-Detective Page 
is now in the employ of the Police Board, 
There is a secret service fund of $2,500 or 
thereabouts set apart forthe Vice President of 
the Board to expend in obtaining desired in-

Conflict Between Father and Mother for 
Possession of a Lad.
